The revolutionary campaign in Bul- 
garia is directed from a branch office 
of the communist international at the 
soviet embassy in Constantinople and 
early in January M. Zinovieff ordered 
the branch to make a supreme effort 
to establish peasant soviet republics 
in Bulgaria and Macedonia during 
March and April 

$2,000,600 Sent. 

“I will only receive 10,000,000 gold 
rubles ($5,000,000) from the soviet gov- 
ernment during the firat three months 
of the year,” M. Zinovieff wrote the 
Constantinople branch. “I am  4s0 
hépeful of the revolutionary movement 
in Bulgaria and Macedonia that I am 
sending you four of my 10,000,000 for 
an intensified campaign in these coun- 
tries during March and April, although 
this forces us to abandon important 
work in China for several months." 

It is explained that from the Com- 
munist standpoint Buigaria is the key 
to the control of the Balkans. If Bul- 
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garia is won the first effect will be the 
destruction of Roumania; the second 
will be the establishment of a soviet 
republic in Macedonia with Saloniki 
the capital and the dissolution of Jugo- 
Slavia; the thitd wil] be the arrival of 
Russia at the Aegean and Adriatic 
seas; the fourth will be the isolation 
and absorption of Turkey, and fifth, 
the establishment of soviet republics 
in central Europe, notably Albania, 
Croatia, and Galicia.
